SWITCHMEN ARE 
OUT ON STRIKE 


Railroads Refuse to Accede to 
Their Demands. 


DESIRED INCREASE IN WAGES 


Employes Also Sought Improvement 


in W orking Conditions. Contending 


for a 
Ten-Hour 
Day— Attempt 
to 


Settle the Trouble by Arbitration 


Proves Futile— Strike Extends From 


8t. Paul to the Pacific Coast. 


St. Paul, Dec. I.—Switchmen em­ 
ployed in the railroad yards in the 
Twin Cities, Head of the Lakes and 
along the Northern Pacific and the 
Qreat Northern to the North Pacific 
coast have gone on strike. 
The offi­ 
cials up to the last minute refused to 
accede to the demands for increaser 
pay and the men carried out the ulti­ 
matum issued to the railroads on Mon­ 
day that they would quit. 
The general conference committee 
of the switchmen involved in the pres­ 
ent movement claimed that all the 
men ordered 
out 
in 
the territory 
dropped their work at the time sched­ 
uled. 
Officials, on the other hand, 
declared that a good many switchmen 
continued on duty and that the strike 
is a failure. 
The switchmen claimed 
to have tied up traffic effectively from 
here to the North Pacific coast, while 
officials claimed m at trains have con­ 
tinued in operation. 
Officials admit­ 
ted that difficulty was encountered in 
handling trains at the freight 
te r­ 
minals, but traffic was moving satis­ 
factorily out on the line and passenger 
trains generally proceeding with com­ 
paratively little delay. 
The strike was pulled off quietly. 
Immediately on the stroke of the hour 
the men quit work and marched out 
of the yards. 
Meetings were held at 
terminals affected and the plan of fu­ 
ture campaign mapped out. 
President Frank T. Hawley of the 
Switchmen’s union of North America 
issued a statement that the strikers 
would keep off the properties of, the 


railroads and so far they have kept 
their promise. 
The railroads notified the shippers 
In the Twin Cities that the ware­ 
houses would be closed and no ship­ 
ments received, except the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, which will 
accept shipments subject to the own­ 
ers’ risk and delay. 


Most Affected by the Strike. 
The Twin Cities and the Head of 
the Lakes seem to be the most affect­ 
ed by the strike. 
The officials admit 
that the men in the Twin Cities’ yards 
went out solid and the majority at the 
Head of the Lakes, but say that at 
several 
terminal 
points 
along the 
Northern roads switchmen are still 
at work. The Twin Cities, it is urged, 
is the stronghold of the Switchmen’s 
union and 
ft other 
terminals the 
switchmen are not so strongly organ­ 
ized. 
The committee in session in 
St. Paul 
claims a membership of 
2,500 to 2,800 in this territory, of 
which about 1,200 are in the Twin 
Cities. 
Vice President George T. Slade of 
the Northern Pacific said: 
“The strike Is a good deal of a fiz­ 
zle. 
We have information that seven 
terminal yards on the Northern Pa­ 
cific are working. 
Some of these are 
important, terminals. 
Freight trains 
are moving all right along the sys­ 
tem and we are not having any trou­ 
ble in taking care of the passenger 
business. Everything is moving along 
lovely.” 
The switchmen’s committee report­ 
ed that word had been received that 
the men had struck at Superior, Du­ 
luth. Seattle, Fargo and Brainerd. 
The union switchmen of this terri­ 
tory presented their demands about 
six weeks ago. They asked for an in­ 
crease of 6 cents an hour in pay, dou­ 
ble pay for overtime, Sundays and 
holidays. 
The present schedule is- 
Day foreman. 35 cents; day switch­ 
men, 32 
cents; night 
foreman, 37 
cents, and night switchmen, 34 cents. 
Improvement was also sought in work 
ing conditions, ten hours a day being 
one of the demands. 
Atte: .pts to settle the trouble by 
arbitration 
proved 
futile, the men 
claim in g that the employes always 
get the worst of it in arbitration.

Washington, Dec. I.—President Taft 
has adopted another one of the Roose­ 
velt policies, and in its enforcement he 
goes a step further than his prede­ 
cessor. 
He has issued an order pro­ 
hibiting any bureau officer or division 
chief, or any officer of the army, or 
the navy or the marine corps stationed 
in Washington, from divulging official 
j information to any committee of the 
house or senate, “or any member of 
congress,” except as authorized by the 
head of the department in which such 
officials serve. 
Senators and representatives who 
have read the order are up in arms 
over it, declaring that it abridges 
rights and privileges that have been 
conceded for fifty years or more. They 
predict that when the full member­ 
ship of congress becomes familiar with 
the executive order and realizes its im­ 
port a storm of protest will descend 
upon the W hite House strongly remi­ 
niscent of congressional war dances 
frequently provoked during the adiyin- 
istration of Roosevelt.

Tax Bill to Country. 


London, Dec. I.—In the sedate, de 
tached manner characteristic of the 
proceedings in the gilded chamber 
and in direct disregard of the advice 
of some of its ablest and oldest mem 
hers, such as Rosebery, Morley, Loro 
James of Hereford, Lord Cromer, Lore 
Balfour of Burleigh, the Earl of Lyt 
ton, Lord Courtney and the archbish 
ops of Canterbury and York, the house 
of lords created a situation unprece 
dented in English history, at leasi 
in 300 years, by refusing formal asseni 
to the budget bill and referring it tc 
the country Itself for judgment, there 
by in theory, making it illegal to col 
lect taxes and carry on the king’s gov 
ernment. 
After six days’ debate, notable foi 
the high standard of the oratory, as 
well as for the able and convincing 
arguments arrayed on bo’h sides foi 
and against the budget and placing lr 
every possible light all the aspects oi 
the great constitutional question in 
volved, the house of lords cleared foi 
division. 
The scene was impressive 
but in no sense exciting, except that 
the nouse was packed to its utmost ca 
pacity and a great array of strange 
facts were seen on the benches owing 
to the presence of numbers of peers 
who only appear in the house in most 
exceptional cases. 
None would have 
supposed that the event proceeding 
was destined not only to prove memo 
rable in the annals of British history 
but possibly also involving farreaching 
changes in the British constitution 


Animation in Galleries. 
There certainly was unusual animation 
in the public galleries, which were 
crowded with peeresses, members ol 
the house of commons, ambassadors 
and others, but in the house itseli 
complete calm prevailed. 
There was 
none of that tense excitement or ex 
uberant enthusiasm so distinctive of a 
similar occasion in the lower house. 
When the vote was announced as 
350 to 75 in favor of the amendment 
a few mixed cheers were heard. 
Th? 
Earl of Crewe immediately moved an 
adjournment and the house rose. 
An eager and expectant crowd was 
awaiting the result in the central hall. 
and when the figures of the vote be 
came known there was a slight at 
tempt at counter demonstrations. Tht 
officials, however, speedily cleared the 
hall and in a few minutes the lobbies 
and precincts were empty. 
Wh^n division was taken there was 
practically 
no 
excitement 
in 
the 
streets. 
The final day’s debate was again 
distinguished by oratorical excellence, 
particularly the speeches of Lord Cur- 
zon of Kedleston, former viceroy ot 
India, and the Archbishop of York 
both of which w.ere of exceptional bril­ 
liance.

South. 
Then they journeyed to Paris. 
Last spring Mrs. Hunt began to re­ 
ceive frequent calls from a handsome 
blonde giant who called himself Prince 
Alexandre de Tgherniadief. 
He paid 
her great attention. 
Her husband gave little attention 
to the persistent 
visitor until 
one 
night his wife left the dinner table 
under pretext of being ill and went to 
her room. When Hunt sought for her 
later he found a letter on her pillow 
telling him that she had run away 
with the “prince.” 
Hunt appealed to the police, who 
1 told him that the prince was an ad­ 
venturer and 
had 
twice previously 
| eloped with women and deserted them 
when they no longer had money to 
I support him. 
Hunt traced his wife tc 
Chantilly and there recovered from 
her $50,000 worth of jewelry he had 
given her. 
The old man, nearly crazed by the 
domestic smashup, left for New York, 
accompanied by a Miss Allen of St. 
Paul, who was Mrs. Hunt’s compan 
ion during their stay In Europe. 
The wife with her “prince” started 
on an automobile tour through South­ 
ern Europe and Egypt. She had only 
a little money with her and the prince 
is said to have had none. Finally the

New York, Dec. I.—Painless sur­ 
gery anaesthesia, without after ef­ 
fects, is the discovery which Dr. Jon- 
nescj, dean of the medical board of 
the University of Bucharest, who ar­ 
rived here on the Kronprinzessin Ce- 
cilie, has come to America to demon- 
»trate. 
Stovaine is a drug already known 
to the medical world, but by combin­ 
ing it with strychnine and distilled 
water and injecting it into the spinal 
cord the doctor has been able to pro- 
iuce complete Insensibility to pain 
without loss of consciousness, nausea, 
headache, disturbances of the heart 
lotion and other fam iliar effects of 
ether and chloroform. In one case, a 
boy with bandaged eyes, on whose 
brain the surgeon was at work, aske I 
him when the operation was to begin 
and then walked to his cot after it 
was over. 
Specialists at Paris and London, 
where 
Dr. Jonnesco 
has conducted 
clinics, do not ail agree that the new 
anaesthetic is safe in general surgery

COUNTRY’S MINERAL OUTPUT 


Decline 
of Twenty-three 
Per Cent 
Last Year. 
W ashington, Nov. 30.—The geolog­ 
ical survey’s summary of the mineral 
production of the United States in 
1908, prepared by W. T. Thorn, issued 
as an advance chapter of “Mineral Re­ 
sources of the United States, Calendar 
Year 1908,” shows a decline in the 
value of the country’s mineral output 
amounting to about $476,000,000, or 
23 per cent. 
The figures for 1907 and 
1908 are $2,071,607,964 and $1,595,670,- 
186 respectively. 
The loss is due to a decrease in the 
output of both metallic and nonmetal­ 
lic products. 
The most notable de­ 
creases among the metallic products 
were in the production of iron ores 
(30 per cent in quantity and 38 per 
cent in value) and of pig iron (38 per 
cent in quantity and 52 per cent in 
value). 
The production of bituminous 
coal decreased about 16 per cent. 
Gains are shown in the production 
of gold and in the quantity of copper 
produced, but this gain in quantity 
was accompanied by a loss in total 
value, due to the lower prices of cop­ 
per. Petroleum showed a gain of about 
8 per cent in quantity and value. 
Considerable gains in mineral pro­ 
duction were made by several states. 
South Dakota gained 72 per cent. The 
losses, however, were out of propor­ 
tion to the gains.

Managers’ 
Committee 
Gives 
Out 
Statement of Their Side of 
Switchman Controversy 
The following statement was Is­ 
sued at 9 o’clock last- night by the 
managers’ committee of the railroads 
at St. Paul, concerning the switch­ 
men’s strike: 
To the Public: — 
The railroads of the northwest, 
recognizing that the public is an in­ 
terested but unrepresented third par­ 
ty in the controversy 
with 
their 
switchmen, through their committee 
which has 
been 
conducting 
their 
negotiations desire to place at the dis­ 
posal of the public the following facts 
in connection with the negotiations: 
The switchmen in the northwest ter­ 
ritory made simultaneous demands 
on 13 railroad companies centering 
in the twin cities for an increase in 
wages and certain changes in ser­ 
vice conditions. 
At the suggestion 
of Mr. F. T. Hawley, president of the 
Switchmen's Union of North Ameri­ 
ca, of whose organization the switch­ 
men of the northwest are members, 
arrangements were made to conduct 
the negotiations in one conference. 
In the conference Hie railroads were 
represented by a committee of ten 
managers and the switchmen by Mr. 
F. T. Hawley and by other officers of 
the switchmen’s 
union 
of 
North 
America. 
Tile 
demands 
of 
Hie 
switchmen were for double pay foi 
Sundays, holidays, and over time, 
an advance of sixty cents lier day of 
ten hours in the wages of switchmen, 
switch tenders, tower-men, engine 
herders, and assistant yard masters, 
a modification of the rule providing 
for the payment of penalty in case 
of failure to permit the switchmen 
to get their meal in the middle of 
their shift at a stated period, which 
contemplates double 
pay in cases 
where it became necessary to work 
a portion of the meal hour, and the 
elimination of the physical examina­ 
tion and the age limit placed on en­ 
tering the service. 
Five conferences 
were held at St. Paul in which 
the 
switchmen in no detail receded from 
their demands, which, if conceded, 
would have entailed an additional 
expense upon the railroads for switch­ 
ing service of from 40 to 45 per cent. 
The managers’ committee offered the 
switchmen an increase of 20 cents 
per day of ten hours in the rates of 
pay of switchmen employed in the ter­ 
ritory west of Havre, Mont., on the 
Great Northern Railway and west 
of Billings, Mont., on the Northern 
Pacific railway, the differential in 
that territory for switchmen having 
obtained for about two years. F u r­ 
ther concession was declined for the 
reason that the rates of pay of switch­ 
men were increased over 13 per cent 
in November 1906 and because the 
rates at th at time established had 
not been reduced during the period 
of business depression 
which fol­ 
lowed. 
The attention of the switch­ 
men was called to the fact that In 
1906 the switchmen were granted a 
larger per cent of increase than any 
other class of employes in the train 
service. 
At the present 
rates 
the 
wages of switchmen average over 
$100 per month. 
On November 23, 
1909, in submitting its final answer 
to the switchmen the managers com­ 
mittee assuming that the switchmen 
joined in the desire for an amicable 
adjustment of the questions under 
consideration suggested that the de­ 
mands be submitted to arbitration 
under the Erdman act. 
The switch­ 
men declined to accept this sugges­ 
tion and in their final written ans­ 
wer to the managers committee made 
the statement that “the committee 
begs leave to state that it will not 
submit to arbitration under any cir­ 
cumstances.” 
On the same day, No­ 
vember 23, 1909, after a discussion 
of the proposal to arbitrate under 
the terms of the Erdman act, at the 
suggestion of President Hawley a 
joint telegram was addressed as fol­ 
lows:

to special interests o r be controlled 
by the people. 
Mr. P lnchot m akes public his views 
in a le tte r to Dr. L ym an Abbott of 
New Y ork in response to a series of 
questions asked by th e latte r on “the 
national conservation policy.” 
R eferring to the 
developm ent of 
w ater pow er and coal he declares that 
In m ost cases actual developm ent of 
the fo rm e r can best be done by pri­ 
vate in te re sts acting u n d e r public con 
trol, b u t th a t “It Is n e ith e r good sense 
nor good m orals to let these valuable 
privileges pass from th e public ow ner­ 
ship for nothing and forever.”
